Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  is  the  oldest  Greek-letter  organiza 
tion  established  in  America  by  and  for  Black  women. 
The  record  of  its  origin,  growth  and  development,  ac- 
tivities, evolving  goals  and  accomplishments  is  more  than  an 
interesting  chronicle  of  a  colorful  bit  of  college-based  Ameri- 
cana. It  is,  rather,  a  significant  and  inspiring  reflection  of  the 
development  of  a  minority  group  in  a  changing  culture.  The 
sorority  began  as  an  instrument  for  enriching  the  social  and  in- 
tellectual aspects  of  college  life  by  providing  mental  stimulation 
through  interaction  with  friends  and  associates. 

Through  the  years,  however.  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha's  func- 
tioning has  become  more  complex.  After  the  incorporation  as  a 
perpetual  body  in  1-913,  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  gradually  branched 
out  and  became  the  channel  through  which  selected  college- 
trained  women  improved  the  social  and  economic  conditions 
in  their  city,  state,  nation  and  world. 

Today,  that  tradition  has  continued  internationally,  na- 
tionally and  locally.  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  cultivates  and  encour- 
ages high  scholastic  and  ethical  standards,  promotes  unity  and 
friendship  among  college  women,  alleviates  problems  concern- 
ing girls  and  women,  maintains  a  progressive  interest  in  college 
life  and  serves  all  mankind  through  the  nucleus  of  more  than 
140,000  women  in  over  860  chapters.

Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.,  the  first 
Intercollegiate  Greek-letter  fraternity  es 
tablished  for  Black  college  men,  was  or- 
ganized at  Cornell  University  in  Ithaca,  New 
York,  on  December  4,  1906.  The  founders  of 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.,  are  Henry 
Arthir  Callis,  M.D.,  Charles  Henry  Chapman, 
Eugene  Kinkle  Jones,  George  Biddle  Kelly, 
Nathaniel  Allison  Murray,  Robert  Harold  Ogle 
and  Vertner  Woodson  Tandy.  Despite  their  dif- 
ficulties of  organization  in  this  untried  field  of 
student  life,  the  early  fraternity  pioneers  suc- 
ceeded in  laying  a  firm  foundation  and  remained 
steadfast  in  their  goals-espousing  the  principles 
of  good  character,  sound  scholarship,  fellowship 
and  the  uplifting  of  humanity,  especially  the 
struggling  Black  minority  in  America.

At  the  end  of  the  second  year  we  looked  at  the 
hourglass  and  saw  that  it  was  half  full — or  half  empty — and  we  wondered  how  all  that  time  had  elapsed  already. 
During  the  third  year  the  sand  appeared  to  be  moving  even  faster  and  its  momentum  started  to  snowball.  And 
then  the  last  year  hit  us,  and  the  sand  looked  as  if  it  were  fiying  down  the  hourglass.  We  tried  to  slow  it  down,  or 
even  make  it  stop  completely,  to  try  to  savor  for  as  long  as  possible  the  little  time  we  had  left,  but  to  no  avail;  it 
continued  its  furious  pace.  As  the  last  few  grains  slipped  away  we  said  goodbye  to  friends  and  professors  and  the 
college  on  the  hill — perhaps  for  a  short  time,  perhaps  forever — and  during  Commencement  we  watched  as  that 
very  last  grain  of  sand  teetered  for  a  moment  in  the  top  of  the  hour  glass  and  then  fell  through  to  the  bottom, 
ending  our  undergraduate  careers  forever.  And  this  time  we  marveled  at  the  same  immense  amount  of  sand  at  the 
bottom,  just  as  we  had  done  four  years  earlier,  and  all  those  fond  memories  that  the  sand  contained.  Fond 
memories  that  are  hopefully  also  contained  in  this  book.  Fond  memories  that  time  cannot  take.
